Compactness. Lower building cost. Economy in heating. Con- 
venlrence. 


If it’s an even span house, you save a gable. 
As for the heating, the same boiler can take care of both the garage and 
zreenhouse, with but very little additional coal burned. 


If your chauffeur is also a handy man, he can lend a hand and look af- 
ter the watering, ventilating and so on. 


If you have an available space on the southern side of your garage, It’s 
a very simple matter to attach one of our leantos to it. 

One 10 feet wide gives you two benches each 3 feet wide. 

The fact that the garage gives 1t protection from north winds, makes 
heating decidedly easier. Had you thought of that? 


If you are about to build your garage, why not plan a space to be di- 
vided off for the greenhouse work room, and then have a greenhouse 
such as shown on the next page?

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And speaking 
of larger ones 
let’s speak more about them 


Oy FIRST importance let’s define large and 
small. 


For convenience let’s say a house 11, or 18, or 25 
feet wide, and up to 33 feet long, comes under the 
classification of small. 


Anything above that length, large. 


And while speaking of lengths, why not a word or 
two about widths? 


There’s the 11-foot width, with its two benches, for 
instance. 

It makes a most attractive little house to look at. 
And it is a regular marvel in the way it does grow 
flowers. 


But if you have room sufficient for a wider house, 
and you would like to get the most in proportion 
for your money, then the 18-foot width with its 
three benches is undoubtedly the better buy. 


If in turn you incline to carry that same fact still 
further, then the four-bench, 25-foot width costs 
still less, proportionately. 


You see the reason for that is largely because, 
regardless of the width, you must have practically 
the same sides and masonry. 


The additional cost becomes mostly one of some 
additional roof, a little more gable and masonry 
at that point. 


Of course, the cost of more benches and the ad- 
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ditional heating necessary also comes into the 
figure-facts. 


If you should think of building the 25-footer, 
allow our suggesting you make it not less than 33 
feet long, and better yet, 50. 


The proportions on anything shorter are not 
pleasing. 
You'd say it looked too bunchy. 


Oh, yes, and another thing, regardless of what 
size you decide on, if possible consider what you 
would do, should you desire to enlarge it. 


We mention that, simply because it so frequently 
happens that it has not been thought of in the 
original planning. Then later enlargements are 
either impossible or cost more than they other- 
wise would. 


And now let’s look at it the other way around. 
If you intend taking most of the care of the house 
yourself, don’t start with too big a one. 

A single compartment house up to 33 feet might 
be enough. 


If it’s so large it works on you, instead of you 
working in it, then its pleasurableness inclines 
towards the minus. 


Frankly, we are not trying to see how big a 
greenhouse we can sell you, but rather how much 
Joy.
